already  observed,  had  to  condemn  it,  in  the  j 
very  region  around  f'olosse,  by  an  express  i 
decree.  About  the  same  time  Theodoret  in- 1 
forms  us  that  some  were  called  *•  angelici,” 
on  the  ground — the  very  voluntary  humility  | 
noted  by  our  apostle — that  “  God  not  being ' 
capable  of  being  reached  or  comprehended, 
it  was  fit  to  conciliate  the  divine  benevolence 
through  angels.”

from  Satan’s  envying  us  our  happiness  ;  and 
he  calls  these  acts  of  idolatry  “  the  enchant- 
meiu.'s  of  devils and  adds,  “  But  though 
he  be  angel,  though  an  archangel,  though  a 
cherubim,  endure  it  not.  For  these  powers 
themselves  will  not  receive  the  worship,  but 
reject  it  with  abhorrence.”  So  all  the  other 
devout  and  learned  fathers,  from  Clement  of 
Home  to  Bernard.  Still  they  helped  on  the 
evil  upon  the  whole,  by  their  own  doctrine 
and  practice.  Augustine  himself  is  no  ex¬ 
ception  to  this  remark.  And  early  in  the 
seventh  century  it  opened  into  the  twofold 
apoBlacy  of  Maliomet  in  the  cast,  and  of  the 
Bapacy  in  the  west.  The  way  of  both  was 
prepared  by  the  exireine  corruptions  of  the 
Christian  doctrine  in  this  and  other  respects  ; 
the  prevalent  ignorance  and  vices  of  the 
flocks  ;  and  especially  by  the  wide-spread  and 
insidious  idolatry  of  angels  and  saints,  of  the 
Virgin,  of  images  and  relics,  and  the  sacred 
bread  and  wine  in  what  is  termed  the  sacri¬ 
fice  of  the  mass.  These  give  plausibility  to 
the  .Mahomdan  imposture,  which  protested 
igainst  all  idolatry,  both  amongst  Chri.stians 
ind  Gentiles.  Whilst,  on  the  other  hand. 
Hey  gave  apt  occasion  to  the  Bishop  of  Rome 
{jradually  to  mature  his  system,  in  spile  of 
the  loud  rebukes  of  the  pious  fathers  of  diffe¬ 
rent  ages,  till  the  whole  was  solemnly  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  second  Council  of  Nice,  787, 
A.  D.,  and  ratified  and  enlarged  at  that  of 
Trent  in  the  sixteenth  century. 

THE  PROPHECIES  RE.SPECTINO  IT. 

Mur  abhorrence  of  all  this  .saint-worship 
w'i)l  be  strengthened  by  considering  the  so¬ 
lemn  and  copious  predictions  of  the  sacred 
Scriptures  of  an  apostacy  centering  in  this 
point.  For  we  find  that  a  series  of  concur¬ 
rent  prophecies,  from  Daniel  in  the  Old  Tes¬ 
tament  to  the  lost  book  of  the  New',  foretell 
the  rise  and  progress  of  this  idolatry,  w'ith 
details  which  cannot  be  mistaken.  And  we 
learn,  also,  that  from  the  time  of  the  W alden- 
ses  and  Albigenses  in  the  tw'elfth  century',  to 
our  reformers  in  the  sixteenth,  these  prophe¬ 
cies  were  w  ith  one  voice  declared  to  be  de¬ 
scriptive  of  the  Bishop  and  Church  of  Rome. 
Ihe  glorious  Reformation,  led  on  by  Luther 
and  Cranmer,  Zuingle  and  Jewel,  Melanc- 
thon  and  Calvin,  and  their  compeers,  fixed 
on  this  one  broad  ground  of  condemnation, 
•be  vituperative  predictions  of  Daniel,  St. 
i^aul,  and  St.  John.  The  grand  characteris- 
lie  of  the  Papacy,  in  all  their  judgments,  was 
the  w’orship  of  saint.*’  and  angels  as  joint  me¬ 
diators  with  Christ.  They  considered  the 
fourth  and  fifth  centuries  xs  having  matured 
this  deinonolatrous  abomination.  And  our 
modern  Protestant  divines,  w’ith  one  consent, 
suppiose  that  the  mystic  period  of  tw’elve 
hundred  and  sixty*  years  is  to  be  dated  from 
the  kings  of  the  earth  having  given  over 
their  power  to  the  papal  usurpation  with  its 
idolatrous  worship.*

have  the  “  wilful  king”  of  Daniel  rising  up 
amongst  the  ten  kingdoms  of  the  Roman 
empire,  having  a  mouth  that  spake  very 
peat  things,  whose  look  was  more  stout  than 
ttis  fellows  ;  who  spake  great  words  against 
the  most  High,  wearing  out  the  saints,  and 
thinking  to  change  times  and  law.s  ;  discoun-

What  more?  St.  John,  thirty  years  after 
St.  Paul,  gives  the  final  course  of  prophecies 
concerning  the  apostacy  for  the  warning  of 
the  Church,  still  confirming  the  predictions  of 
Daniel  and  St.  Paul.  He  describes  the  same 
povi'er  as  Daniel,  under  the  emblem  of  a 
beast,  having  a  mouth  speaking  great  things 
and  blasphemies ;  who  made  war  with  the 
saints,  and  overcame  them  ;  having  two  horns 
like  a  lamb,  but  speaking  as  a  dragon  ;  doing 
great  wonders,  and  deceiving  men  by  the 
miracles  which  lie  did. 

He  also,  to  complete  the  picture,  describes 
this  power  further  as  a  great  harlot  riding  on 
a  scarlet-deckcd  beast,  appearing  with  mere¬ 
tricious  pomp,  in  purple,  gold,  and  precious 
stones,  drunken  with  the  blood  of  the  saints 
of  Jesus,  ruling  over  many  kingdoms  which 
give  her  with  one  mind  their  power  and 
strength,  until  the  words  of  God  shall  be  ful¬ 
filled  ;  corrupting  the  faith  with  a  golden  cup 
of  abominations  and  filthiness  of  forncation, 
(the  usual  term  in  the  Old  Testament  for  the 
infidelity  and  idolatry  of  the  Jews,)  and  only 
ending  her  seductions  when,  at  the  predicted 
period,  the  kingdom  shall  suddenly  turn 
against  her,  and  hate  her,  and  make  her 
desolate. 

The  prophecy  further  indicates  that  the 
womau  is  that  great  city  which  “  sits  upon 
seven  mountains,”  and  “  reignelh  over  the 
kings  of  the  earth.”  When  the  Book  of 
Revelations  was  w  ritten,  about  a.  d.  96,  as 
it  has  been  well  observed,  the  name  of  Rome 
W’ould  not  have  been  more  determinate.  Nor 
can  it  be  doubted  that  papal  and  pagan 
Rome  is  intended.  For  pagan 
dissolved  before  the  ten  kingdoms  arose 
amongst  which  the  woman  appeared  ;  and 
it  is  a  spiritual  power  that  is  spoken  of  “  sit¬ 
ting  in  the  temple  of  God  and  pagan  Rome 
could  not  be  said  to  corrupt  the  faith  which 
she  had  never  received.

rnight  be  duly  prepared  for  the  commemora¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Handel.  But,  alas  !  how  few  are 
disposed  to  praise  and  commemorate  Ales- 
siah  himself!  The  same  great  truths,  divested 
of  the  music,  when  delivered  Irom  the  pulpit, 
are  heard  by  many  admirers  of  the  Oratorio 
with  indifference,  too  often  with  contempt. 

Having  thus,  as  I  conceived  myself  bound

“  Whereunto  shall  we  liken  the  people  of 
this  generation,  and  to  what  are  they  like  ?”— 
Luke  vii.  31.  1  represent  to  myself  a  num¬ 

ber  of  persons  of  various  characters,  involved 
in  one  common  charge  of  high  treason.  They 
are  already  in  a  stale  of  confinement,  but  not 
yet  brought  to  their  trial.  The  facts,  how¬ 
ever,  are  so  plain,  and  the  evidence  against 
them  so  strong  and  pointed,  that  there  is  not 
the  least  doubt  of  their  guilt  being  fully 
proved,  and  that  nothing  but  a  pardon  can 
preserve  them  from  punishment.  In  this 
situation,  it  should  seem  their  wisdom,  to 
avail  themselves  of  every  expedient  in  their 
power  for  obtaining  mercy.  But  they  are 
entirely  regardless  of  their  danger,  and  wholly 
taken  up  with  contriving  methods  of  amusing 
themselves,  that  they  may  pass  away  the  terjn 
of  their  imprisonment  with  as  much  cheerful¬ 
ness  as  possible.  Among  other  resources, 
they  call  in  the  ^istance  of  music.  And 
amidst  a  great  variety  of  subjects  in  this  way 
they  are  particularly  pleased  with  one.  They 
choose  to  make  the  solemnities  of  their  im¬ 
pending  trial,  the  character  of  their  Judge, 
the  methods  of  his  procedure,  and  the  awful 
sentence  to  which  they  are  exposed,  the 
ground-work  of  a  musical  entertainment. 
And,  Ok  if  they  were  quite  unconcerned  in 
the  event,  their  attention  is  chiefly  fixed 
upon  the  skill  of  the  composer,  in  adapting 
the  style  of  his  mucic  to  the  very  solemn 
language  and  subject  with  which  they  are 
trifling.

Both  nation*  deserve  the  punishmentsof  heaven, 
and  it  may  be  that  God  will  permit  them  toscoarge 
each  other.  War  is  a  curse  to  the  victors  and  the 
vanquished  ;  not  in  the  loss  of  money  and  blood 
only;  but  in  the  deep  and  damning  desolation  of 
public  and  private  morals  which  it  entails.  May 
our  repentant  prayers  avert  the  blow. 

Perhaps  God  will  work  out  the  removal  of  great 
national  evil*  by  shaking  the  kingdoms  of  the  old 
world.  We  think  it  altogether  probable  that  war 
between  u*  and  Great  Britain  would  break  up  ih^ 
peace  of  Europe,  and  free  principles  liave  made 
such  progress  in  England  and  on  the  Continent 
within  Ihe  last  twenty-five  years  of  comparative 
peace,  that  we  may  believe  there  are  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  men  with  throbbing  hearts,  waiting 
for  the  moment  to  strike  for  liberty.  The  hour 
may  be  at  hand. 

But  (3od  has  purposes  of  mercy  to  be  achieved 
by  the  mistionary  work,  which  seem  to  us  to  lie 
in  the  way  of  a  general  war.  We  know  that  war 
would  ^  endanger,  perhaps  destroy,  our  mission 
operations  in  many  parts  of  the  world,  and  indefi¬ 
nitely  suspend  the  progress  of  the  world's  evangeli¬ 
zation,  and  oar  trust  is  that  G<ad’s  plaM  are  such 
in  reference  to  the  cause  of  christiau  misdions  tliat 
he  will  employ  them  uninterruptedly,  and  increa.*e 
their  strength  and  efficiency,  following  them  with 
his  Holy  Spirit,  until  the  kingdom  and  the  great¬ 
ness  of  the  kingdom  under  the  whole  heaven  shall 
be  given  to  Hi*  Son. 

These  are  thoughts  tliat  present  themselves  to 
our  mind  in  connexion  with  the  question  of  peace 
and  war.  We  look  at  it  in  its  moral  bearings,  aa 
well  as  in  ita  commercial ;  and  we  desire  to  few 
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B*BiK)p  While’!  “koldncae  in  retkHin;.  those 
with  whoa  he  was  aoet  dia^oeed  to  ajoipathize.” 

It  may  excite  surprise  with  some,  that  ie«  diould 
be  the  adrocates  of  Bishop  >\’hiie’8  views,  as  he 
wis  not,  during  life,  usually  identified  with  our 
friends.  And  it  is  admitted  that  we  do  not  accept 
hia  theology  as  a  whole,  though  we  preier  it  on  all 
points  to  that  of  Bishop  Hobart,  and  think  that  his 
opinions  where  they  seem  to  us  obscure  or  erron¬ 
eous,  were  yet  harmless  in  comparison.  But  we 
contend  that  Bishop  ^^’hite*8  personal  relations 
during  life,  were  not  what  his  private  opinions 
Would  have  justified.  Wilberforce  says,  that  with 
all  his  excellences,  there  was  **a  want  of  warmth 
of  spiritcai  character.”  We  at  least  think  that

The  viper 
of  self-applause  was  beginning  to  twine  around 
the  fair  tree  of  her  heaven-bom  virtues,  and 
humility  was  drooping  beneath  its  poisonous 
breath ;  though  to  the  casual  observer  all  seemed 
as  blooming  as  ever.

I  saw  the  recording  angel,  who  had  been  in-  j 
scribing,  with  a  smile  of  love  on  his  countenance, 
the  simple  annals  of  her  lowly  life,  drop  a  tear  . 
over  the  latest  page  of  its  history,  and  as  it  was  ' 
obliterated  forever,  I  heard  him  say  with  a  sigh, 

“  She  has  noted  these  herself  in  the  book  of  self¬ 
esteem,  and  proclaimed  them  in  the  hearing  of 
her  fellow-creatures;  they  are  no  longer  fit  to  | 
find  a  place  in  the  bright  page  of  God’s  eternal 
record.” 

Tremblingly,  I  continued  to  watch  her,  fearing 
in  my  faithlessnes.s  that  God  would  leave  her  to 
herself;  but  “those  whom  He  loveth.

OX  THE  SEVERITY  OF  A  SENTENCE  OF 

PERPETUAL  DEGRATION  FROM  THE 

MINISTRY. 

Gentlemen, — I  have  just  seen,  and  looked  over, 
the  report  of  the  debates  in  the  last  New  York 
Convention,  wherein  the  propriety  of  declaring 
Bishop  Onderdonk’s  restoration,  w  advocated  by 
KOtne  and  opposed  by  others.  Those  opposing  it 
lake  the  ground,  that  to  declare  it  impossible  he 
ever  could  be  so  reinstated  in  public  confidence, 
sis  witii  u«efiilnefis  to  engage  in  the  duties  of  the 
Episcopate,  is  at  variance  with  the  merciful  and 
forgiving  character  of  our  holy  religion ;  and  one 
npMker  avowed  his  strong  c.onviction  that  the  All 
of  twenty  bisliops  Into  a  much  lower  depth  of  vice 
would  do  less  harm  to  the  cause  of  religion,  than 
the  pas.sageof  such  a  resolution  as  was  advocated 
by  tliose  who  lielieved  that  Bishop  O.  could  never 
tie  restored. 

In  reading  thefie  debates,  of  which  I  liad  seen 
some  partial  notices  before,  I  am  forcibly  remind¬ 
ed  of  what  was  once  proposed  at  a  General  Con¬ 
vention — 1  believe  that  of  twenty-six — in  relation 
to  the  conduct  of  lay-readers,  who  were  also  can¬ 
didates  for  holy  orders.  I  cannot  recollect  the  pre¬ 
cise  terms  of  the  canon,  of  which,  by  reason  of  its 
failure,  being  cither  withdrawn  or  lost  in  a  com¬ 
mittee,  there  is  no  entry  onjthe  journals;  but  I  well  j 
remember  that  one  of  its  clauses  which  strictly  1 
confined  the  candidate  on  all  occasions  to  the  use 
of  the  pA'er-book,  proposed  to  make  any  deviation 
from  it,i^)erpetua]  disqualification  for  order.«.  It  j 
was  contended  by  those  who  opposed  it,  that  cir¬ 
cumstances  might  arise  when,  in  certain  places 
other  than  in  the  church  and  regular  congrega¬ 
tion,  nn  extemporaneous  prayer  might  seem  ad¬ 
visable,  as  it  has  been  to  some  in  orders,  either  in 
pert  or  whole;  and  at  any  rate,  that  it  would  be  visit- 
iiiig  Hucii  a  transgression  with  a  most  undue  punish¬ 
ment,  to  make  it  even  more  a  disqualification  for 
that  sacred  office,  to  which  the  young  candidate 
believed  that  he  was  calletl  by  the  Holy  Ghost. — 
'i'he  proposition  failed,  but  it  is  well  remembered 
that  the  present  suspended  Bishop  of  New  York, 
then  a  Presbyter,  and  some  agreeing  with  him  in 
tlhurch  politics,  were  the  persons  who  advocated 
tlie  measure.  This  is  only  one  of  many  things, 
Mr.  Editor,  which  are  ever  occurring  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  politicians,  both  civil  and  ecclesiastical, 
tdiowing  the  instability  and  inconsistency  of  men. 
On  the  occasion  referred  to,  some  of  those  who 
boasted  themselves  the  only  true  churchmen,  and 
professed  to  legislate  for  the  honor  of  the  Church 
and  the  glory  of  God,  would  have  forever  ex- 
iduded  from  the  ministry,  young  men  who  longed 
for  the  privilege  of  preaching  the  Gospel,  because 
of  an  extempore  prayer;  for  if  the  canon  had 
passed,  no  bishop,  or  standing  committee  had  power 
to  pass  by,  or  forgive  the  offence,  so  imperative  I 
was  the  language ;  whereas,  now  it  is  thought  a  ' 
great  sin  against  the  Gospel,  to  express  the  opinion 
that  a  Bishop  who  has  been  pronounced,  and  is 
generally  believed,  to  have  ^en  for  a  series  of 
years,  in  the  midst  of  the  performance  of  most 
solenm  duties,  guilty  of  repeated  acts,  not  to  be 
tolerated  in  society,  should  never  again  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  e.vercise  his  office,  especially,  since,  for 
more  than  a  year  he  has  continued  to  deny  his 
guilt,  and  of  course  charge  perjury  on  his  accu- 
6on».  If  confession  and  penitence  have  not  yet 
begun,  what  hope  is  there  that  they  ever  will  1 

One  word  more.  In  deciding  on  the  proper 
measure  of  punishment  for  a  Bishop,  it  certainly 
becomes  us  also  to  consider  what  i.s  done  in  the 
case  of  other  ofleiuling  clergy.  How  often  are 
they  degraded  for  offences,  certainly  not  more  de- 
stnictive  to  uscfiilneas  than  the  repeated  acts 
drarged  upon  the  Bishop  of  New  York.  And  let 
ntbe  remembered  that  when  they  are  deposed,  it  is 
forever.  No  penitence,  however  deep — no  refor¬ 
mation,  however  perfect — can  ever  restore  them. 
Nay,  even  ia  the  case  of  one  who,  for  no  cause  af¬ 
fecting  his  moral  character,  but  who,  perhaps  in  a 
titofdt  spend cncy,  thinking  he  was  never  called  to 
the  ministry,  asks  at  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  to  be 
^displaced  according  to  the  canon,  there  can  be  no 
TVCum  to  the  ministry.  No  matter  how  much  he 
0  mof  lament  the  step  taken,  and  long  in  a  happier 
state  of  mind  to  be  allowed  the  blessed  privilege 
/9f  preaching  salvation  to  lost  sinners;  it  has  been 
rieterm'iined  by  the  General  Council  of  the  Church 
that  it  is  beUPT  to  make  the  act  of  displacement 
perpetual. 

A  due  cousideration  of  the  effects  on  the  Church 
of  OoA,  of  such  leniency  as  that  which  seems  to 
be  ad’v  ocated  hy  some,  must  surely  lead  to  the  con- 
victiorf,  lh«t  it  would  be  most  injuriotis.

which  were  usually  adopted  to  promote  them. 
This,  united  with  other  circumstanees,  created  a 
distance  between  him  and  some  ot  his  brethren, 
who  really  loved  and  honored  him,  and  identified 
him  with  others,  whose  sentiments  were  certainly 
difTerent  from  bis  own.  Since  his  death,  many 
changes  have  taken  place;  new  questions  have 
come  up,  or  liave  been  invested  with  a  new 
interest.  It  cannot  ba  doubted,  however,  with 
which  division  of  the  Church  he  would  now  be 
standing,  so  fir  as  principle  is  concerned ;  and  to 
this  Act  it  must  mainly  be  ascribed,  that  his  works 
have  been  suffered  to  remain  unpublished,  es¬ 
pecially  one,  which  he  wrote  three  times  willi  his 
own  hand  expressly  for  this  purpose. 

We  are  sincere  then,  in  onr  expression  of  thank¬ 
fulness,  on  account  ofthe  fart  that  he  was  from  Uie 
beginning  the  chief  representative  of  the  Engli.<h  j 
Church,  and  that  he  was  permitted  to  abide  with 
us  so  long,  as  the  embodiment  of  its  Protestant : 
principles  and  Catholic  feelings.  He  was  the  ; 
“Cranmer  of  the  American  Church,”  as  Mr.  Cas¬ 
well  calls  him ;  and  would  that  no  “  Laud”  had 
ever  risen  up  among  us.  Bishop  White’s  praise 
was  not  only  in  all  the  churches  of  his  own  com¬ 
munion,  but  in  every  denomination  of  Christians ; 
though  he  was  “  the  first  of  that  order,  which  had 
been  the  subject  of  such  fierce  suspicions,  he  died 
as  he  had  lived,  without  an  enemy,  and  was  fol¬ 
lowed  to  his  grave,  through  silent  streets,  by  the 
public  autliorities,  various  public  bodies,  and 
thousands  of  unpurchased  mourners.”  So  was  it 
also  with  his  meek  and  saint-like  successor,  in  the 
presidency  of  our  Episcopal  College,  and  equally 
so  with  Bishop  Moore  of  Virginia.  And  the 
Act  of  so  much  love  and  veneration  gathering 
round  these  lamented  fathers,  leads  us  to  remark, 
that  if  Episcopacy  in  this  land  had  always  been 
advocated  upon  the  ground  adopted,  and  in  the 
spirit  manifested,  by  these  departed  patriarchs,  uur 
Church  would  have  become  ere  now,  far  more  ex¬ 
tensively  a  name  and  a  praise  among  all  that  love 
our  I»rd  Jesus  Christ.  That,  subject  oflimes  to  a 
different  regime,  we  have  been  tending  too  much 
loan  opposite  result,  blind  self-complacency  alone 
can  prevent  us  from  perceiving.  Erroneous  views 
and  mistaken  policy  among  ourselves,  has  caused 
our  good  to  be  evil  spoken  of,  has  excited  bitter  pre¬ 
judice  against  our  real  claims,  and  needlessly 
arrayed  against  us  many  of  those  who,  from  the 
Reformation  have  been,  and  who  still  ought 
to  be,  “  on  our  part,”  in  the  great  controversy  of  the 
Christian  Church.

out  tlie  Commujiion  Office,  both  of  the  English 
Church  and  our  own.  It  is  singular,  however, 
that  this  office  distinctly  recognises  the  “  Desk” 
as  the  place  where  Morning  Prayer  is  to  be  read, 
and  we  know  what  Bishop  H.’s  views  were  as  to  the 
importance  of  retaining  this  feature  in  the  arrange¬ 
ment  of  our  chancels.  Had  he  lived,  he  never 
would  have  Eiiffbred  that  abolition  of  Reading 
Desks,  which  has  been  adopted  by  some  on  the 
ground  of  convenience  or  taste,  which  is  advoca¬ 
ted  on  far  other  grounds  by  the  “  Catholic  Church¬ 
men”  of  the  present  day — but  which’,  whether 
adopted  innocently  or  not,  is  contrary  to  the  dear 
bought  experience,  and  universally  adopted  prac¬ 
tice  of  our  mother  Church,  and  has  proved  already 
in  some  cases  the  entering  wedge  of  untold  evil. 

But  to  speak  no  more  of  particular  measures, 
what  shall  “  hiitory”  say  of  Bishop  Hobart’s 
general  views,  or  rather  his  distinctive  princi¬ 
ples  ?  For  of  course  he  held  much  in  common 
with  others,  and  had  many  qualities  of  head  and 
heart,  that  we  too  could  have  honored.  But  as 
our  author  says,  he  wa.s  “of  a  totally  different 
scliool  from  Bishop  White,”  and  w'e  are  fully 
convinced,  that  so  far  as  his  views  were  pecu¬ 
liar  to  himself,  or  rather  conformed  to  those 
of  Bishop  Seabury,  instead  of  Bishop  White,  bis 
inffuence  was  injurious.  It  was  one  of  his  prin¬ 
ciples,  “  that  the  merits  and  grace  of  the  Redeemer 
are  applied  to  the  soul  of  the  believer  by  devout 
and  humble  participation  in  the  ordinances  of 
the  Church,  administered  by  a  priesthood,  who 
derive  their  authority  by  regular  transmission 
from  Christ.”  In  this  sentence  there  is  the  germ 
of  all  those  e.vaggcrated  views  of  sacramental 
efficacy  and  ministerial  intervention,  and  manual 
succession,  uliich  have  brought  so  much  of  strife 
and  error  into  our  Church.  And  if  (as  it  is  ao 
commonly  urged)  the  rationalism  of  Geneva  is  to 
be  ascribed  to  the  inffuence  to  Calvin’s  teaching, 
to  whom  shall  the  developments  of  New  York  be 
ascribed,  but  to  that  master  spirit,  which  left  its 
mark  so  clearly  upon  the  major  part  of  his  ex¬ 
tensive  diocese,  and  sent  an  influence  Ar  beyond 
its  borders  1  This  making  the  sacraments  and 
the  ministry,  a  part  and  an  essential  part  of  the 
doctrine  of  the  Goepel,  obscured  his  views  of 
many  things  which  are  true  and  fundamental 
parts  of  it ;  as  tvas  once  ably  demonstrated  in 
our  columns,  in  a  review  of  his  sermon  at  the 
consecration  of  the  late  Bishop  of  this  Diocese. 

These  views  he  had  not  always 'held.  He  had 
been  brought  up  at  the  feet  of  Bishop  White 
himself. 


Leeds  !  We  answer,  because  of  Uie  manner  in 
which  it  has  been  erected,  and  the  doctrines 
which  aie  likely  to  be  there  taught.  It  ia  un- 
deratood  tliat  Dr.  Pusey  was  the  founder  of  this 
Church,  with  the  concurrence  and  aid  of  Dr. 
Hook.  Ilis  design  was  to  call  it  Holy  Cross 
Church,  and  he  requested  t«)  have  it  consecrated 
on  Holy  Crtiss  day;  thus  avowedly  connecting  it, 
with  w' hat  the  J^ondon  Christian  Observer  truly 
calls,  “  the  lying  legend  ofthe  1  llhot  Seplenibcr,” 
which  even  os  a  red  letter  day,  and  until  lately  a 
dead  letter  in  her  Calendar,  is  unworthy  of 
the  Church  of  England.  To  the  honor  of  the 
Bishop  of  Kipon,  ho  refused  to  comply  with  the 
request,  or  consecrate  it  at  all  by  that  name,  whence 
it  is  now  called  St.  Saviour’s.  Again,  Dr.  Puscy’s 
superstition  is  not  obscurely  intimated,  by  the  in¬ 
scription  on  its  walls — “ye  who  enter  this  sacred 
place,  pray  for  the  sinner  wlio  built  it.”  It  has 
well  l)cen  asked,  whether  this  was  intended  to  re¬ 
main  only  during  the  lifetime  of  the  founder- 
Doubtless  the  present  Bishop,  if  he  outlive.^  him, 
will  settle  the  question  ;  but  it  is  equally  certain, 
that  tlic  founder  intended  it  to  be  jicrpetual ;  and 
if  a  Bl«hop,  like-minded  with  himsclt,  should  suc¬ 
ceed  Dr.  liOngly,  we  shall  have  the  practice  of 
prayers  for  the  dead — recommended  by  the 
highest  authority,  and  in  the  most  imposing  man¬ 
ner,  to  all  future  generations  of  the  worshippers 
at  St.  Saviour’s. 

Moreover,  the  style  of  tlie  building  itself  is  to 
us  objectionable,  Iwth  as  to  its  expense  and  its 
arrangement.  As  to  the  expense,  we  are  not 
ashamed  to  say,  that  this  building  might  have 
been  erected  fiir  one  quarter  the  money  and  the  rest 
applie<l  to  the  remaining  wants  of  that  still  desti¬ 
tute  parish.  On  this  subject,  an  English  paper 
say.s:  “  I.et  any  man  contemplate  the  spiritual 
state  of  I.eeds,  as  drawn  by  Dr.  Hook  and  his 
friends,  in  the  petition  for  consecration  of  the  new 
popishly-arranged  idol,  set  up  by  Dr.  Pnsey,  for 
the  admiration  of  the  carnal  senses, 
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Bishop  White  and  Bishop  Hobart — Wil- 
bsrforce’s  History. — In  our  last  article  on  tliis 
subject,  we  endeavoured  to  show  that  Bishop 
White  was  the  real  Ather  of  the  American 
Church,  and  not  a  mere  assistant  or  even  coadju¬ 
tor  to  Bishop  Seabury  ;  and  that  to  this  arrange¬ 
ment  of  Providence,  we  are  all  deeply  indebted. 
But  we  have  not  yet  fully  vindicated  the  claims 
of  Bishop  White’s  memory  to  the  veneration,  or 
sufficiently  commended  his  example  to  the  imita¬ 
tion,  of  those  that  have  come  after  him.  To  do 
this,  we  must  institute  a  comparison  between  him 
and  another  of  his  coteraporaries,  to  whom  also,  | 
though  so  much  his  junior,  the  palm  of  pre-emi¬ 
nence  has  been  given  by  many. 

We  have  said  that  this  work  should  be  called  a 
history,  not  ofthe  American  Church,  but  ot  Bishops 
Seabury  and  Hobart.  It  would  then  be  more  ap¬ 
propriate,  though  not  more  true.  The  materials 
for  its  composition  were  furnished,  as  we  have 
said,  on  this  side  of  the  water,  and  evidently  by 
thos.j  only  whose  extravagant  partiality  for  an  in¬ 
dividual,  leads  them  to  denominate  themselves 
Bishop  Hobart  Churchmen.  In  Bishop  Hobart, 
says  this  author,  “the  spirit  of  Bishop  Seabury  was 
reviveil,”  and  to  him  he  thenceforward  attributes 
“  mainly”  the  subsequent  enterprise  and  extension 
of  the  Church.  Now  it  is  freely  admitted  that 
Bishop  H.  was  a  man  of  talent  and  energy  far 
above  mediocrity.  He  doubtless  carried  with  him 
considerable  influence  in  the  public  affairs  of  the 
Church,  both  from  his  energetic  character  and 
prominent  position — but  to  say  that  this  influence 
was  always  exerted  in  behalf  of  what  has  proved 
to  be  beneficial  to  the  Church,  or  that  many 
things,  in  which  we  all  rejoice,  were  not  accom¬ 
plished  in  spite  of  his  opposition,  rather  than  by 
means  of  his  influence,  ia  a  great  mistake  in  our 
“history.”  For  instance,  this  work  ascribes  to 
him«  the  establishment  of  the  General  Seminary, 
but  we  have  always  understood  that  this  was  not 
the  case.  The  author’s  impression  was  probably 
derived  from  Dr.  McVickar’s  “  Professional  Years 
of  Hobart ;”  but  the  writer  of  this  article  remem¬ 
bers,  that  when  that  work  appeared,  both  the  for¬ 
mer  and  present  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  re¬ 
marked  upon  its  incorrectness  in  this  particular. 
Whether  any  public  contradiction  was  made,  is 
not  recollected,  but  the  writer  was  then  conviaced 
that  if  any  one  man  deserved  the  credit  of  enlist¬ 
ing  public  interest  in  the  better  education  of  the 
Clergy,  it  was  Bishop  Dehon  and  not  Bishop  Ho¬ 
bart.  It  is  well  known  that  Bishop  White  was 
opposed  to  a  general  Seminary,  or  at  least  would 
have  preferred  that  each  diocese  should  provide 
for  its  ojvn  household,  and  we  presume  to  say 
that  ia  this  respect,  he  was  wiser  than  either  ot 
the  otlierii.  In  one  piijinl,  however,  Hobart  did 
triumph  over  much  opposition,  and  is  entitled  to 
the  full  credit  of  the  result,  viz :  the  locality  of 
tbe  Seminary.  We  suppose,  however,  that  even 
this  was,  in  no  small  degree,  because  he  had  con¬ 
trol  of  an  important  legacy,  and  would  not  consent 
to  its  appropriation  on  any  other  terms.  Probably 
too,  there  was  throughout  tlie  Cburish  at  that  time, 
toe  great  a  reliance  on  tlie  wealth  of  this  Melropoli- 
tan  see.  Bishop  Griswold’s  account  of  this  matter  is 
a  brief  deaeription  of  much  ofthe  “history”  of  oqr 
Church.  “  to  short,  every  thing”  (said  be  to  bis 
Convention^  “  was  yielded  to  the  wishes  of  N*W 
York.”  But  Bishop  Hobart  did  not  in  this  mtqi-

our  list  paper.  According  to  thisofflcial  document, 
the  {mpiilation  of  I/*eds  is  150, OrH,  and  the 
Church  accommcHlation  is  21,101,  and,  such  being 
its  state.  Dr.  Hook  applies  to  erect  one  building  a 
sum  of  money  which  would  liave  been  sufficient 
for  four— expends  annually  on  his  choir  what 
would  afford  the  average  salary  to  at  least  five 
ordained  ministers,  to  labor  among  this  destitute 
people,  perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge.”  As 
to  the  arrangement,  it  is  of  course,  conformed  to 
the  latest  model  of  ecclesia.sticai  architecture. 
Its  chancel  is  furnished  with  something  very 
“  like  a  Romish  altar.  ”  if  any  thing  in  a  nomi¬ 
nally  Protestant  Church  can  be  like  it;  nay,  the 
same  paper  above  quoted  remarks,  that  nowhere 
in  any  Romish  Church,  which  the  writer  has  seen, 
is  there  so  imposing  an  embodiment  of  the  idea 
of  a  locally  present  Deity,  as  at  the  altar  of  St. 
Saviour’s;  and  no  one,  even  of  the  Priests,  seems 
to  have  been  allowed  to  enter  that  holy  of  holies, 
except  for  the  one  purpose  of  offering  up  what  is 
called  “  the  commemorative  sacrifice  for  the  living 
and  the  dead.” 

The  pageant  which  was  seen  there  on  the  day 
of  the  consecration,  must  itself  have  been,  too 
close  an  imitation  of  “  Romisli  shows.”  It  is  said^ 
by  the  same  w  riter  just  referred  to,  to  have  been 
got  up  evid  ently  to  produce  the  impression,  that 
the  inffuence  and  opinions  of  the  Vicar  of  Leeds, 
were  paramount  in  his  immense  parish;  but  he 
proceeds  to  state,  as  evidence  to  the  contrary,  that 
in  two  Chapels  where  Dr.  Hook  has  had  the  op. 
portunity  of  placing  men  after  his  own  heart,  the 
congregations  are  miserably  small,  and  that  the 
same  would  be  the  case  with  the  Vicar’s  own 
ministrations,  notwithstanding  his  confessed  en¬ 
ergy  and  zeal,  were  it  not  that  the  Parish 
Church  is,  of  course,  possessed  of  many  strong 
attractimis-— to  its  old  attendants,  and  is  a  stand¬ 
ing  curiosity  to  strangers.  We  add  the  follow¬ 
ing  notice  of  an  incident  which  occurred  at  the 
consecration,  from  the  Houtliern  Churchman :

iS  as  evidently  the  performance  of  God’s  will,  as 
though  He  severed  the  cord  of  life  with  His  own 
oi^potent  hand.  There  would  be  no  objection 
to  thinking  and  speaking  (as  most  men  do)  of 
death,  as  the  result  of  a  particular  disease,  provid¬ 
ed  they  would  look  up  to  tbe  origitsal  cause  of  it;
